The Graf Zeppelin is to try out the 
commercial possibilities of trans-Atlantic 
air mail. A number of flights are to be 
made during which it is hoped to cut down 
the time between the principal cities of this 
continent and of Burope to five days. That 
should produce some conclusive evidence 
as to whether there is a sufficient demand 
for fast air mail service to meet the cost of 
it. 

The United States postal department 
has a deficit of $140,000,000, A good part 
of it is apparently due to the cost of carry- 
ing mail across the country by airplane. 
Canada’s postal department also has a 
shortage of several millions, attributed to 
the same cause, In neither country will 
there be much enthusiasm for a trans-At- 
lantic service unless it is shown that there 
is revenue in sight to match the cost, The 
Zeppelin’s experiment should settle that 
point—and thereby the immediate outlook 
for trans-Atlantic air mail,

Holders of war time bonds are 
thus under little temptation to demand 
cash, and willing to extend the loans by 
accepting the new bonds, despite the re- 
duced rate of interest. The conditions for 
refunding operations could hardly be bet- 
ter.

MARKETS, NOT MARKETING 


Outlining the purpose of the wheat 
conference in London, Hon, G. Howard 
Ferguson told the de at “It is al- 
leged in some quarters that the present 
abnormal situation is not due to the pro- 
duction of more wheat than the world can 
absorb, but to faulty methods of distribu- 
tion that do not carry the crop to the con- 
sumer in an orderly way. This is the ques- 
tion that must have careful and exhaus- 
tive study.” 


Precisely what this language may 
mean it would be interesting to know. 


There certainly has not been a time, since 
the war ended, when because of disorder- 
ly or irregular marketing, people who 
wanted to buy wheat could not find wheat 
to buy. At least since 1928 there has not 
been a time when the markets of Europe 
and the elevators in exporting countries 
were not crammed with wheat. Europe is 
not and has not been threatened with any 
scarcity of wheat, due to lack of orderly 
marketing or any other cause. 

The price did not go down and the pre- 
sent “abnormal situation” come about be- 
cause wheat was not available whenever 
and wherever it was wanted. The price 
crumpled and the deadlock developed be- 
cause everywhere and all the time the sup- 
ply of wheat exceeded the demand, It has 
been a buyer’s market for three years, 
with the producer having to accept what 
the buyer chose to pay. 

If the conference at London is to spend 
its time in a study of marketing methods, 
rather than in an attempt to create mar- 
kets, it may as well adjourn. The ques- 
tion of the hour is markets, not market- 
ing. If the London conference is to accom- 
plish anything of importance to the wheat 
grower it will have to persuade the coun- 
tries which formerly depended upon im- 
ported wheat to stop growing their own 
wheat and depend once more upon over- 
sea supplies. 


THE PUBLIC MUST BE TOLD 

Edmonton should be the site of a busy 
prosperous and moderately large canning 
industry. Nowhere else in Canada is it 
possible to produce vegetables and poul- 
try more suitable for canning, or at more 
reasonable cost. 

Necessarily an industry of this charac 
ter located at Edmonton must depend 
mainly upon the market to be found in the 
city and district, and upon the trade into 
the north country. In most of the other 
provinces there are establishments of the 
kind, which are able to actively resist 
the invasion of their local markets by an 
Alberta concern. 

A few years ago this long-recognized 
opportunity resulted in the establishment 
of a canning factory in Edmonton, which 
has been in operation regularly, using lo- 
cally grown peas and turning out a good 
product. The development of that line of 
enterprise therefore seemed to have got 
under way with every prospect of success, 

It is somewhat disconcerting to learn 
that the results have not been favorable; 
that in fact the plant is only to be operated 
for another year in hope that a better 
showing will be made. The difficulties 
are said to be two in number. It has not 
been found possible to secure a _ satis- 
factory supply of peas. And the local 
product has not been given that measure 
of local preference necessary to make the 
undertaking profitable. 

The difficulty of securing a supply of 
raw material may correct itself, now that 
wheat growing is less attractive than it 
has been, and that mixed farming is be- 
coming a more common practice. In any 
case, that is a matter with which the 
residents of the city cannot deal. 

But Edmonton people can very effect- 
ively help to eliminate the second dis- 
ability, by giving a buying preference to 
the Edmonton product as against imported 
canned goods. That they may properly be 
asked to do, alike in fairness and in self- 
interest. It is impossible to believe that 
they would not have done this if the local 
product had been kept more prominently 
before them. What the canning factory, 
like some other Edmonton industries, 
badly needs is advertising.

WHAT TO DO FOR APPENDICITIS

appendicitis might almost be called 
the disease of the famous, since you 
read about so many famous people 
having it Most cases occur before 
the age of twenty-five. 

Notwithstanding that the technique 


for appendicitis operations has been | 


greatly iniproved, I still think that op- 
erations are not the best treatment 
T have seen thousands of cases com- 
pletely cured without operation, In 
this article I will explain the method 
which T have found successful in 
treating appendicitis without an oper- 
ation 

You should understand that ap- 
pendicitis is invariably present in a 
chronic form before the acute attack 
occurs, It is preceded by inflamma-

and the patient may bring the right | 
leg up toward the chest as the pain in | 
the right side seems to be less severe 
in this position 

These symptoms will be found pre- 
sent in a true case; however, it is very 
easy to confuse appendicitis with many 
other diseases, When the stomach is 
prolapsed into the lower abdomen and | 
distended with food and gases the 
symptoms brought on will often be 
imilar to appendicitis. Gall stones 
and kidney stone colic, pyelitis, peri- 
tonitis, and in women, disease of the 
right ovary and tube, may frequent- 
ly be mistaken. for an atiack of ap-| 
pendicitt 

Appendicitis will often be very seri- 
ous if not treated properly, but the 
cure is astonishingly simple if the fol- | 
lowing methods are used. ‘The first} 
thing to do is to give an enema as 
soon as possible, cleaning out the en- 
tive lower bowel. Never give a laxa- 
tive or cathartic for acute appendi- 
citis, Put the patient to bed and im- 
mediately begin a fast, Continue the 
fasting until all acute symptoms dis-| 
appear; no food or liquid of any kind 
should be given to the patient during| 
this time, If pus is present in the ap-

The toxins responsible for 
rheumatism usually cause a lack of 
resistance to tooth infections and for 
this reason I believe it would be well 
for you to follow the fasting and diet- 
ing regimen, then consult. a dentist 
who is willing to treat the infection lo- 
cally.. It is likely that the teeth need 
not be pulled,. Judging from your xX- 
ray photographs, there ts probably 
one dead tooth, and if it Is actually 
dead it should be removed.
